Nanking, April 9. 

The Communists were today reported to have unleashed a general 
offensive against the entire government-held 100-mile stretch 
of the North Bank of the Yangtse River East and West of 
Nanking. Meanwhile they are stepping up their major 
drive on the Central China base at Hankow apparently in 
on effort to pound the falling Nationalists into uncondi- 
tional surrender. 

A most reliable scurce said today the Communist leaders in Peiping, 
though indicating willingness to make some concessions, are. still _ 
standing pat on their chief: demand for their forces to cross the Yang- 
tse River and occupy Nanking and Shanghai as bases for what the 
Communists described as a “nationwide manhunt” for war criminals 
including the retired President Chiang Kai-shek. 


Communist demands were deadlined for April 12 for a “yes” or “no” 
answer. Formal talks were to open today in Peiping on the demands 
but the government spokesman said no information has yet been re- 
ceived whether they will be held. aie

at a closed session of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee on Army financial needs for” 
the fiscal year 1950, said the United States 
is not in-a position to throw rockets or planes 
from its shores across oceans to win a war. 
“Specifically, it is cssontial for the United States. 
. to be ablo to maintain a foothold on the Euro- 
Asian continent,” he said, and added that 
some military authoritios thought it would 
take 15 to 30‘yars to win o war without 
such bases, “if we could win it at all.” 


Mr. Royall recently visited 
American Army bases in all 
parts of the world, and made 
his first report on conditions 
ta the Appropriations Com- 
mittee. He said European 
military leaders agree unanim- 
ously that American forces 
must be maintained on the 
Continent and inerensee if pos- 
sible. 

“They renlize+hey do not have. 
clther individually or collectively. 
forees which could prevent armed 
aggression from the East, and 
they lock to us fer neccessary 
assistance.” a 

Far East Situation 

Mr. Royall admitted that in the 
Far East, the Chinese situation 
has complicated the U.S. problem 
In the Orient, 

He did not mention specifically. 
the victories by the Chinese Com-~- 
munists, .but his reference was 
obvious. . g 

The Northern and Southern 
islands of Japan are very near 
China, he said."

fularly fresh fish, vegetables, 
pigs, cattle, oils and herbs. 
Developed during Wie 1940-4) 
period by the Allies to run the 
Japanese blockude of the China 
Coast, the moter Junk made its 
preatest progress under the 
Japanese occupation, when due to

All Facilities 


After the Liberation, there was 
an urgent need for rapid inport- 
ation of foodstuffs and all possible 
facilities were given», lishing 
and trading craft own During 
the latter part of 1945, 436 motor 
junks were granted permits to 
trade.

Hewever, there Is. a big ob- 
stacle--the cost ef building enc 
wooden hut has risen to Wk$800. 
This amount is not easlly raised 
by a poor family. :

Following the end of the 
war, social and economic .difl- 
culties have been expericuced. 
Owners of damaged and destroy- 
ed buildings found themselves 
ecoromjeally unable to recon. 
struct. 

As a result, there is still an 
ecute housing shortage and con- 
sequently high rentals, This has 
led to the mushvoom wooden 
shack settlements springing up 
in various payts of the Culony.

DON’T LET’S

In the days, not so long ago, 
vhen we wore uniform or 
vere held captive by the con-

East. 

Such developments are, of 
course, an inevitable outcome 
fa modern war “won” by 
countries such as Britain and 
America. The  vieters have 
‘o rule for atime, ancl are 
faced with the responsibility 
f rebuilding: a devastated 
and and its economy. They 
tre also obliged) to have an 
army of oeccupation te vaverrn 
md=scontrol the defeated 
‘enple, but there is the auto- 
‘natic reaction sooner or later 
against its use. and the sums 
of money needed to maintain 
it. % 

This has-already~ happened 
n Germany. Yesterday's 
cables announced that the 
‘three major Western powers 
have agreed to abolish mili- 
tary rule in their zones when 
anew German vovernment is 
‘stablished. America, Britain 
and France will then retain 
nly limited control. over 
the proposed federal re- 
vublics. Military governors 
vill be replaced by civilian 
iigh commissioners, although 
xeeupation armies will remain 
‘or the time being. Germnany 
will be able to make direct 
‘pproach to the U.S. for Mar- 
shall aid, and can also join 
as a full member in the or- 
tanfsation for Eurupeua 
Economic Co-operation. 

Even today the British 
Army of the Rhine is our only 
irmed force which can claim 
‘he role. of controllers, most 
Tommies ‘spending their time 
‘raining. in remote places.

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THE YALTA BETRAYAL| Hiroshima’ Rises 
‘From The Ashes 


No more amazlhg, or in its 
Post-war consequence, more 
disastrous, -inter-allied Pact wa: 
concluded during World War II 
than the so-called Yalta Agrec- 
ment, signed at Livadia by 
Joseph Stalin, President Roose- 
velt and Mr. Winston Churchill 
on February 11, 1945. 

To this indefensible Pact, more 
than to any other factor, must 
be attributed the over-running, 
first of Manchurin, and later of 
North China, by (he Chinese Reds. 

The circumstances in which 
the Pact was concluded are’ still 
involved in considerable mystery, 
on which «a later volume of Mr. 
Churchill's memoirs may -be ex- 
pected to throw some Nght.” (He 
was, apparently, referring to it 
when he stated that every states- 
man was liable to make one 
Rrent mistnke), 

The text of the Pact was kept 
a close seeret until after Japan's 
surrender. Mr. James Byrnes, 
who was then Secretary of State, 
ond who was present at the Yalta 
Conference, stated that the Pact 
Was signed the day after his de- 
parture, that) he knew nothing 
about it until after the surren- 
der of Japan, and that It was 
Ruch n “top secret’ that the do- 
cument was kept at the White 
House, instead of being entrust- 
ed to the State Department.

are paying the Arabs seven times 
the waxes they. got previously. 

They have also given them 
military guard In thelr areas to 
Prevent homeless Jewish Jmmi- 
grants moving in on them. And 
thelr mosques have been patched 
and protected. You can usually 
hold an Arab at the point of a 
purse—but the Jewish purse will 
have to be pretty bottomless to 
do it for Jong.

Walking back through the 
devastated area I passed o young 
woman steering a new pram 
through the rubble, She | was 
dressed up as if Jaffa were al- 
ready built like Tel Aviv = and 
this was the new esplanade 
through which she was mincing 
gaily. There was clean muslin 
Net to protect the baby from the 
dust and files. It, was marvellous 
how she hod managed ft.

France IsOn The Way Up 


In the past I have almost in- 
variably arrived in France to 
find a political crisis in full 
swing. Last week provided a 
new spectacle—all quict in the 
Chambre de Deputes. That 1s 
unusual, and significant, for 
France's post-war difficulties 
have not been wholly due to 
material weaknesses, but to a 
collapse in morale. 

Her is aro of the sort that lead 
doctors to say—Thore’s nothing 
acrious the matter, but your nerves 
are all to pieces; you'll be all right 
if you can get a g rest, 

Contrary to al} expectations, thu 
Quoullle Government fs providing 
the rest. It has romained unin- 
terruptedly in office for noarly six 
moritha, 

Though that may seem littte 
enough to us, it fa something of a 
record on tho other side of the 
Channel; and with oven that nar- 
row margin of political stability on 
which tp loan, France Is rapidiy 
regaining her balance. 

‘With returning confidence, goods 
are beginning to circulate moré 
freely, For instance, thero has 
been plenty of food in the country 
for some time, The problem has 
been to gat it properly distributed. 
But tho French. are proposing to 
abolish thelr miniatry of food and 
virtually to abandon rationing.

Bought Planes 


Sho cvon bought Meteor, Lin. 
coln, and Viking aircraft, though 
Argentina has more plnnes than 
pilots. It was wilful and childish 
extravagance, intended to impresa 
the ordinary Argentinian with the 
new dignity and strength of Am- 
gentina:under tho rulo of Peron. 

But In the Governmont's coffors 
at home and obrofd tho credits 
quickly dwindled. Tho currency’s 
gold backing tumbled grom 189 
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por cent in 1946 to 26 per cent 
laat autumn, ‘The .value of tho 
puso has been halved in 18 months. 

Once-profitable exports are not 
filling up tho Government till, 
owing to the ‘exorbitant prices de- 
manded by the onesmun Economic 
Council, Miguel. Miranda — now 
ancked and winely sunbathing on 
the Umguayan beaches across 
the River Plate. Aso result Ar- 
gentinn has been left with about 
200,000 tong af rotting grain. 

Meat exports also slumped after 
atrikes ond a drought. Tho fact 
that wages trebled in two yoars 
sent ‘home consumption soaring, 
and animals wero 
and smaller.

Some say oa coup Ie unlikely. as 
national pride forbids the Army 
to admit moking no mistake or- 
iginnlly. Others claim that only 
an virmy regime is capable of In- 
spirlng confidence abroad to obtain 
a private loan of 800,000,000: dol- 
Jars an n blood transfurion to help 
the country to’ start, moving 
again, as Peron tha8 oponly state 
that -ho would rather shoot him- 
self than ask for a‘lonn, 

Even with the loan J doubt 
whether the country porsessea 
enough of the Dunkirk epirit to 
get down to work, suffpr hard- 
ships, and really develop, for in- 
stance, the vast potential tro- 
loum deposits into a profitabh 
new industry, 

There have deen strikes of in- 
dustrial workers, textile workers, 
meat-packers, bakers, and for 
three weeks -Buendg Aires was 
without newspapers. 

Popularity Dips 

Previously strikes hag succced- 
ed. But thie time Peron backed 

the employors, declared strikes 
iegal, and ordered workers to 
return {f necessary under police 
“persuasion.” 

Tho result has been a sharp 
dip in Peron’s popularity, the 
workers voicing thoughts unutter- 
able np few mon ago, 

On the walls of clty tulidings 
and hoardings there’ are fewer 
extravagant -pro-Peron slogana: 
somo have even been rubbed out 
or painted over. 

Peron must either find the cash 
or face the music and get out— 
swallow hig bullfrog pride, or 
really commit politica] sulcide, 
But when this will 
anybody's guess.
